wa3 just moment s before the shooting and nobody is in it. Not sending this information 
and those films to Wasliington avpided embarrassing the FBI I fii and it also dcsnied laiowledge 
of their existence to both FDIHli and the Commission. 

If later in selecting a few of these records for copying it seems necessary to add 
more I'll do that. Please excuse the rush of tills response. 

Kosty was the Oswald case agent in Dallas. He got and later destroyed a tlireatening 
note from Oswald left for him about two weeks before the assassination and destroyea/as 
soon as Oswald .,as killed. He lied in his Commission testimony, was praised for that by 
FDIHi^ and then was disciplined, along with other agents, on spurious charges. "Handled” 
really means ordered to be destroyed by FBHUa# 

The two Thermofax pages (this paper) enclosed are the only two references to th 9 
shooting in all five volumes of the report LBJ ordered of the FBI, in the Commission s 

files ^onnisuion Documen t or CD1 • Note that there is no real account of the shooting in all 
five volumes, all shots not mentioned, cause of death not given, etc. 

In Dallas, before any investigation was possible, it was decided that Oswald was a lone^ 
assassin. Tliis record was se^irched, processed and filed before he was oliarged. No name gien. 

The Dallas report synopsis records that there had been a mark left by the bullet on 
the curbstone but it was no longer there I They dug that ctirbstone up, flew it to Washing- 
ton and ’’tested' 1 the patch by spectrograpliic analysis!

William Sullivan was assistant director, Domestic Intelligence Division.
